Leslie Albert Joseph Camm enlisted in the AIF at Holdsworthy NSW on the 27th Oct 1915; his service 
number was 5951 He stated he was native born and his age was 25 years 4 months. A builder by 
occupation, he also stated he had completed a 5 year apprenticeship as a builder with a Fredrick Camm of 
Melbourne. His address at the time of enlistment was Woolgoolga NSW and his next of kin was Violet 
May Camm his wife. Her address was later amended to 55 Nelson Street Annandale. 

In Australia he received trained and on the 20" January 1916, as a acting Corporal, he embarked for the 
Middle East arriving at Alexandria on 27th Feb 1916. At Tel -el-Kebia he was attached to the 3/7 Field 
Company, Engineers. 


From here he began a rather colourful period of war time service. While in the Middle East he received a 2 
day confined to barracks for appearing on parade unshaven. 


On the 18 June 1916 he embarked on the "Kinsfauns Castle" to France arriving in Marseilles France 
on the 18" June 1916.

Here he served in a number of units before on the 4" January 1917 he was taken on strength on the 
3 Anzac Light Rail Operating Company. On the 16" June 1917 he was promoted Corporal. 


During this period and into 1918 he was demoted and promoted back to Corporal for his indiscretions. He 
also had a number of visits to hospital with social diseases. 


He was returned to Australia on the 1‘ July 1919 aboard the MT "Zealandia". His discharge was 
effective from the 23"! August 1919. He was issued with the following medals for his service during 
that war: The British War Medal, and The Victory Medal. 


Though he was listed as married when he enlisted there is a record of his being engaged to a French girl 
during his time on the Western Front. She tried, through the Principle Chaplin in France, to locate him after 
the war. The Chaplin was advised by the army to contact Camm at the address given as 55 Nelson Street 
Annandale NSW. There is no further reference to this matter.

There is also a request by a Eliza Camm in a letter dated the 16th November 195 

Albert Camm's service records. She stated he had an accident, on the 14th April 1950 was a patient in 
Broughton Hall Clinic this was a veteran's psychiatric hospital at Leichardt NSW. He was then transferred 
to a War Vets Hospital in Yass where was a patient at the time of the request for his records. She was 
advised to contact Vet affairs.

Leslie Allen Camm enlisted in the army at Paddington Sydney on the 29th January 1942. His papers 
shows his address at the time of enlistmnt was at Woolgoolga NSW. He gave as his D.O.B. as being 7th 
Sept 1916, Sydney NSW. His service number was NX86477. 


On discharge his rank was Signalman and his unit 12 Lines of Communications Signal Corps, discharge 
date was the 8th November 1945.
